Paul  Lamerie  (Paul  de  Lanierie),  the  master  par  excellence  of 
all  the  renowned  silversmiths  working  in  Kngland  at  this  period, 
introduced  from  his  native  France  the  splendid  and  magnificent 
designs  in  silver  work  created  by  the  craftsmen  of  the  Louis  XIV 
era.
